I have in my 
possession 
the 
oldest known periwinkle in Fay­ 
ette County, although it is not 
a native of this county. 
This periwinkle shell nearly an 
inch in length and two-thirds oi 
an inch in diameter at its thickest 
point, is a littorina of pre-glacial 
origin, and that means it is any­ 
where from 35,000 to 50.000 yean 
old. 
Strangely enough this little poi i- 
winkle of ancient 
vintage 
tells 
me among other things why it 
is so difficult to obtain an ade­ 
quate water supply in the W il­ 
mington community, where a new 
water plant must be established 
to supply that city. 
The periwinkle I have is a na­ 
tive of Clinton County, although 
I do not doubt that there ate many 
of them reposing on top of the 
Niagara limestone 80 to 160 feet 
below the surface 
in 
Fayette 
County. 
This particular 
and 
Intensely 
interesting periwinkle shell, part 
of which seems to have fossilized, 
came from a 234 foot well drilled 
on the premises 
of 
Mrs. Helen 
Haines at the old Gallup School 
building 
located on the 
north 
side of the CCC Highway, a short 
distance west of Wilmington, and 
was brought to the surface by tile 
bailer while Harry Parrott, this 
city, and Sam Mercer, of Sabina. 
were completing the well for Mrs. 
Haines some weeks ago. 
Whether

particular shell 
is of the 
speeds 
taonioglossatc 
gastropods or littorina littorea, I do 
not know. but this I do know: 
The shell was found far below 
the point where heavy layers ot 
Mono are normally found in well 
drilling, and could have reached 
there only in glacial diift that 
filled a pre-glacial valley or ra 
vine to a depth of more than 250 
feet. 
As a matter o' fact the dr 
penetrated 
nothing 
but 
sand 
clay and gravel to reach the un­ 
usual depth and bring in a water 
supply that arose 135 feet in the 
well 
This means that there is prob­ 
ably no water supply of conse­ 
quence available in that vicinity 
for a depth of nearly 125 feet 
and the old valley or ravine may 
be acting as an underground drain 
for Hie Wilmington aiea. 
Apparently there is a break in 
the rock strata iii central Clinton 
County that releases the water 
supply for IOO feet or more below 
the surface, 
It is the first time the Parrett- 
Mcrcer drilling 
has 
brought to 
light a shell from far below the 
surface, and apparently the peri­ 
winkle has changed little during 
the interval of 35,000 to 50,000 
years, and greatly resembles s o u k 
of the more common thick, sea 
periwinkle shells of the present 
'lay.

Army has clashed through the 
crust of the powerful Siegfried 
line, is in that critical stage where 
a bit of good luck might tip the 
scales heavily towards the Allied 
side. 
The Doughboys are continuing 
to widen the wedge they've driven 
into the West Wall, which is par­ 
ticularly strong in this strategic 
zone. Our tanks have been flung 
into the opening in an effort to 
boie through to the open plain 
which leads to the Rhenish city 
of Cologne -gateway to the great 
Ruhr industrial 
region 
and 
to’ 
Rerlin beyond 
The Germans are going all-out 
in their 
defense, 
having 
flung 
everything they can 
spare 
into 
this important engagement. They 
fully recognize that should the 
Allies make a clean break-through, 
carrying them across the Rhine, it 
would just about 
complete 
the 
hangm an’s noose for Hitler’s neck. 
For this reason we may be sure 
that General Eisenhower has his 
microscope on the Aachen battle, 
ready to pour In reserves and e x ­ 
ploit any profitable looking open­ 
ing. 
However, despite the potentiali­ 
ties of this battle, we mustn't as­ 
sume that Eisenhower necessarily 
has picked it for the supreme ef­ 
fort which ultimately will open up 
the route through which the Allied 
armies will pour into the Reich. 
He will develop it lf it looks good, 
but otherwise will strike in some 
m ore promising spot. 
Nazi 
Propaganda 
M i n i s t e r 
Goebbels yesterday declared that 
the Allies have opened an all-out 
offensive against Germany. That 
undoubtedly is true in the sense 
that the preliminary attacks are 
under way throughout the length 
of the 4f>0 mile Allied 
line. 
Rut 
Eisenhower hasn't yet turned loose 
all tho vast striking power at his 
disposal. He Is In the process of 
stabbing at numerous points in 
the Siegfried line in an effort to 
find the soft spots, or at least the 
most feasible places for develop­ 
ment, whether they be soft or not. 
When he finds what he wants he 
will hurl a great concentration of 
force against it for a grand break­ 
through. The Aa£l)en sec>ior might 
provide that spot if the present 
drive goes well.

ment of the patient with ulcer of 
the stomach or ulcer of the duo­ 
denum. 
A chronic dy spepsia may origi­ 
nate from functional or organic 
causes. The functional case* are 
those in which it is impossible to 
demonstrate any actual disease of 
the tissues of the stomach or the 
rest of the digestive sy stem. They 
are often called nervous dy spep­ 
sia, but a better name would be 
character dy spepsia. “My disposi­ 
tion depends on y ou and my indi­ 
gestion depends on my deposi­ 
tion" is the theme song of the re­ 
flex dy speptic. 


Org anic Dy spepsia 
Ulcer and gallstones are far and 
away the commonest causes of the 
organic ty pe of dy spepsia, ac­ 
counting for 90 per cent of cases. 
Ulcer of the stomach is. how­ 
ever, a curious combination of or­ 
ganic disease and personality ty pe. 
We do not know the cause of ulcer, 
but we know it is associated with 
an increased flow of the normal 
secretion of the stomach 
which 
contains a good deal of hy dro­ 
chloric acid, which is capable of 
eating off the surface of an ulcer 
that has started to heal. We know 
that the secretion of hy drochloric 
acid is stimulated by many emo­ 
tional ex periences—such as worry , 
fits of temper, grief, anger, etc. 
In the management of an ulcer pa­ 
tient it is therefore just as im­ 
portant to keep the tenor of his 
life calm as it is to maintain con­ 
trol of his diet and his neutralizing 


medicatio n. Which bring* us 
back 
to the statement with which we 
headed this article. 
Dr. Walter Alvarez, of the May o 
Clinic, has reported an interesting 
series of patients in the last “Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation," which illustrate the effect 
of the emotions on causing re­ 
lapses of stomach ulcers: 
"A man discovered one day that 
the man w ho for 2 0 y ears had been 
his 
brother-in-law, 
his 
clo sest 
friend and his business partner 
had been falsify ing the bo o ks in 
order to steal from him. All 
that 
night he lay awake in great men­ 
tal distress, and nex t day he had 
a big stomach hemorrhage. 
“A woman who adored her pep­ 
pery little daughter-in-law one 
day inadvertently offended her and 
brought down on her head a storm 
of abuse which nearly killed her. 
Nex t 
day 
a 
long-healed 
ulcer 
flared up and perforated. 
“A woman who heard that her 
soldier husband had just been 
killed at the front promptly had 
a hemorrhage. Another man. when 
a strike in hi* factory distressed 
him terribly found himself inca­ 
pacitated by the recurrence of a 
pain from an ulcer.” 
These ex periences point up Dr. 
Alvarez’s moral. 
“It is suggested that when a pa­ 
tient who has had an ulcer goes 
through an emotional crisis he 
should immediately start taking 
food 
every 
hour or 
two. 
He 
shouldn’t wait for the ex pected 
flare-up or hemorrhage or perfor­ 
ation. The ex tra feedings are prob­ 
ably most needed between the 
hours of IO p. rn. and 3 a. rn.

No Limit to Money Uncle Sam 
Will Spend in Helping 
Wounded Men 


B y J A M I S M A R L O W 
WASHINGTON 
Oct. 6—(ZP)— 
There is no limit 
on the money 
the government will spend to edu­ 
cate or train a disabled war vet­ 
eran so he can make a living. 
Uncle Sam pays all his educa­ 
tional or training 
expenses, 
no 
matter how much, for a maximum 
of four years. 
For example: an ex-marine, al­ 
most blind, is taking a two-year 
pre-law course in a university. 
Then he will go on for two more 
years to take his law degree. 
The government not only foots 
all his school bills but also pays 
a person 60 cents an hour to read 
to him. In addition, he receives a 
pension. 
This program for disabled vet­ 
erans is called vocational train­ 
ing. They can go to a university, 
technical school, shop, laboratory 
cr any place 
where they 
can 
learn something with which to 
hold a job. 
This Is how the program, opera­ 
ted by the Veterans* Administra­ 
tion works: 
The veteran must have served 
between Sept. 16, 1940 and the 
end of 
the war, been honorably 
discharged, and have a pension­ 
able disability due lo, or aggra­ 
d e d by, his military service. 
Disability ranges from ailments 
like bronchitis and bad hearts to 
ampliations and blindness. 
The program ends 6 years after 
the war. 
The disabled veteran 
—can ask for Jioe training any time 
Up until then. 
During his period of schooling 
cr training—no matter how small 
his pension is—he receives no less 
than $92 a month if single, $103.50 
if married, $5.75 monthly for each 
dependent child, and $ 11.50 for 
each dependent parent. 
Hr will continuo to get that 
much for the first two months 
a fter he has finished school and 
found employment. 
(This vocational 
training pro­

If it is considered a handicap, 
fit tho time he is notified about the 
amount of pension to be allowed 
him he is sent an application with 
which he can ask for vocational 
rehabilitation, a fancy word for 
vocational training or schooling.

regional office. Then he confers 
with vocational counsellors. 
The counsellors help the veter­ 
an choose his line of study but a 
decision is made only with his 
agreement.
